The Treasurer reported an ending balance as of Mar 
24, 2001 of, $6,882.04. It was accepted on a motion by J.

After Cass lost the Democrats decided that 
limiting the issuance of campaign paraphernalia wasn’t 
such a good idea after all. 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE QUARTER COMMITTEE 
EXPERIENCES 

by Bob Fritsch 

The second year of the 50 States Quarters™ is already 
done, with ten brand new quarters issued and in the hands 
of collectors. This program has succeeded beyond all ex¬ 
pectations and it is doubtful there is anyone in the United 
States that is unaware of the exciting change in our 
change. Citizens of all states are already submitting de¬ 
signs for their state's quarter, even if the scheduled release 
is years away. But it was not always like that. The first 
two year groups were confronted with unfamiliarity with 
the program both within and outside of the hobby. This 
article details the odyssey of one such effort. 

I was appointed to the New Hampshire Quarter Com¬ 
mittee only after a determined effort on my part, and al¬ 
most missed the boat. In the Autumn of 1997, when it was 
virtually certain that the State Quarter bill would pass 
Congress, I wrote a letter to Governor Jeanne Shaheen ex¬ 
plaining the program's objectives. Since NH was in the 
second year group, time was short, and so was the time to 
have my bid accepted to participate in design selection. I 
did not have the courtesy of a reply, so in March of 1998, 
I again wrote a letter to the Governor reiterating my desire 
to help out and including my numismatic resume. This 
time I did get a reply to the fact that the Committee had 
already been formed and that a Numismatist was already 
appointed. He was David Sundman, President of Littleton 
Coin Company. The letter continued that my experience 
was desired and that I would be appointed as a Citizen. 
The document arrived a few days later along with a notice 
for a meeting in April. 
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The committee was under the auspices of the NH Cul¬ 
tural Commissioner, Mr. Van McLeod. Committee mem¬ 
bers comprised representatives from Education, the Arts, 
Legislators, the hobby, and Citizens. The major business 
of the first meeting was to figure out how we wanted to 
approach the program and the work assignments. The con¬ 
sensus was that we wanted to involve as many people as 
possible and a call for designs was the best way to do it. 
We decided to call for designs although conventional wis¬ 
dom said that the design would be the Old Man of the 
Mountain with nine stars and the state motto "Live Free or 
Die". We insisted that submissions be anonymous so the 
final design would belong to all the people of New Hamp¬ 
shire rather than an individual. After the meeting broke, 
David Sundman and I went over to the NH Council for the 
Arts offices to create the first draft for design rules. I had 
also volunteered to write a Web Page explaining the pro¬ 
gram and how to submit designs. Both those assignments 
were done within a week, and the Web page has been 
online since that time. You can find it at http://www.state. 
nh.us/nhquarter/nhqtr.htm . It is badly out of date now and 
needs updating. 

Our second meeting was in the NH State Library in 
May. Many things had happened in the meantime. First 
and foremost, the Cultural Commissioner had found a 
publicity company who was willing to do pro bom work 
for us. We also finalized the rules and approved the Web 
Pages. All that remained was to get the word out and wait 
for thousands of designs to come pouring in, right? Not 
really — there was lots of work still to do. 

One major problem noted was the schedule. The Mint 
informed the state of the program in March, and by the 
time we had our program in place, it was near the end of 
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the school year. Our deadline for submissions was right 
after the start of the school year so the school kids, a pri¬ 
mary target group of the program, were effectively cut out 
of the program. David and I explained this to then-Mint 
Director Philip Diehl at the ANA Convention in Portland 
and recommended that notification to the states be several 
months earlier than ours. Happily, that recommendation 
was taken. 

The summer was mainly spent doing publicity. I was 
on two radio talk shows and had a few newspaper inter¬ 
views. It all served to create an excitement for the pro¬ 
gram and high anticipation for the issuance of the coin, 
which was over two years away. In the end we had over 
300 submissions, or maybe it was 400, depending upon 
which account you read. 

About half of the suggestions were some form of the 
Old Man, but there were plenty of other good ideas in the 
other half. Included were Meeting Houses, Covered 
Bridges, Forest Scenery, the White Mountains, and other 
images and symbols of our fair state. One concept that 
really excited us was based on the Robert Frost poem 
"The Road Not Taken", which is the tourism theme for 
New Hampshire. David and I had amply demonstrated to 
the committee that the design had to remain simple be¬ 
cause there was just not that much real estate on the back 
of a Quarter. We were determined not to load down our 
coin with the state bird, tree, logo, river, road, plant, tar¬ 
tan, and whatever other state symbols that could be used, 
as was done on other states' coins. The original schedule 
was a single one-hour meeting to make the choices but it 
wound up bring three meetings of two or more hours each 
to pare the choices down to five, the maximum allowed by 
the Mint. 
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These five concepts were two variations of the Old 
Man theme, a Covered Bridge with the White Mountains, 
a Meeting House to depict New Hampshire's First-in-the- 
Nation Primary, and the aforementioned Robert Frost Im¬ 
agery. The Frost design had a forked road going through a 
forest of White Birch, the state's Official Tree. It was at 
that point we made a tactical error. The Mint's rules stated 
that they did not want finished artwork, but instead 
wanted word concepts so they could create the designs. 
The Cultural Commissioner's Office took them at their 
word and submitted just that. It turns out that by doing it 
this way, we had no control over our designs. It had the 
potential for disaster, which partially came true as we will 
see below. 

The winter of 1998-99 did not see much activity and I 
received an occasional update from the Commissioner's 
office. The Mint was demanding a lot of backup informa¬ 
tion to our concepts: photos, drawings, descriptions, and 
anything else that would help them with the project. None 
of the design elements could be copyrighted without a to¬ 
tal release of the rights to the material to the Mint. 

The first hint of trouble came in March with some of 
the designs from the "Class of 2000" appeared as the 
cover story in Numismatic News. I rather irately called the 
Commissioner's Office and raised the roof about being cut 
out of the process — why wasn't I informed — and on and 
on. That came to an abrupt halt when I learned that they 
didn't know a thing about it. I immediately faxed a copy of 
the article to them so they could see for themselves. It 
turned out that the Fine Arts Commission released the arti¬ 
cle without the knowledge or consent of the Mint or the 
other players. It took a while to sort out the confusion. 
Eventually all the designs were posted to the Mint's Web 
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site but the state did not receive official notification of the 
finalists until well after the deadline for the final choice. 

Four designs were returned to us: An Old Man, two 
Covered Bridges, and a Meeting House. We were disap¬ 
pointed that the Robert Frost imagery did not make it, but 
there were copyright problems with the Frost estate. Of 
the four designs, one was immediately rejected. We got a 
call from a man from Manchester who was in the national 
Covered Bridge society, informing us that the design was 
a bridge in Pennsylvania and sent us a postcard to prove 
it! Maybe this was a recycled design from the PA quarter, 
but it sure wasn't appropriate for NH. That particular de¬ 
sign was removed from the Mint's Web Site immediately. 

The Meeting House did not fit any known one in the 
state. Those in the know informed us that this was proba¬ 
bly a Pennsylvania structure (again!). We double checked 
the second Covered Bridge with our expert and he thought 
it was in the style of Ohio or Indiana. Again, a nice design 
but not appropriate for NH. That is the great danger design 
committees face — inadvertently getting the depiction of 
something from another state on your coin. Extensive re¬ 
search must be done on each design. We in NH did not 
submit finished artwork, and you see what we got. 

That left the Old Man of the Mountain, the theme that 
was the most popular with the people. I personally felt that 
we were forced into this choice because the other designs 
were unacceptable. It is not the best rendition of the Old 
Man either although it was OK. There were those on the 
Committee who objected to the state's motto and wanted 
to substitute "The Granite State" instead. That choice was 
also taken out of our hands as the state legislature passed a 
continuing resolution to have the Old Man with nine stars 
and the "Live Free Or Die" motto. Governor Jeanne Sha- 
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heen announced the final selection on 21 June 1999, ex¬ 
actly 211 years to the day after NH ratified the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States. 

Each of these design elements has particular meaning 
to the citizens of New Hampshire. The Old Man is an icon 
that is absolutely unique to the state. You can find him 
just about anywhere in the state, from the license plates to 
route markers to lottery tickets to highway tokens. "The 
Great Stone Face", a short story by Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
features the Old Man. 

New Hampshire was the ninth state to ratify the Con¬ 
stitution, and in so doing provided the 2/3 majority that 
was needed to create the new nation. So NH is “The State 
That Created a Nation.” A book and booklet by that name 
was published for the 200th anniversary of the Constitu¬ 
tion in 1988. 

The Motto "Live Free Or Die" was part of a toast writ¬ 
ten for General John Stark for his old regiment's reunion 
in 1806. General Stark is NH's greatest hero of the Revo¬ 
lutionary War, and he was too sick to attend the reunion. 
Instead he sent a toast that read, "Live Free or Die, Death 
is Not the Worst of Evils," a fine sentiment indeed. 

And that is basically the story of the New Hampshire 
Quarter. Everything that happened since, including the 
coin's launching ceremony, was anti-climactic. There have 
been good stories in the numismatic press about the coin 
including an article by Q. David Bowers in his Rare Coin 
Review, and an article in The Numismatist by Barbara 
Gregory. Both these articles are recommended. 

I am proud of my involvement on the NH Commemo¬ 
rative Coin Committee and of the work I did for the state. 
Every time I receive a NH Quarter in change, I pause to 
reflect those busy times and feel a thrill because I helped 
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to create the coin that I am holding in my hand.

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Collecting 
OPA Ration 
Tokens 

By Dan Cracraft 

I have been collecting coins since I was about 10 years old. The 
bug first bit me after seeing a display of Lincoln cents in a pair 
of blue Whitman folders in the post library in Fort Lee, Virginia. 

I did not know anything about how to go about collecting, about mint 
marks, rarity, or proper handling and storage of a collection. It took 
me quite some time to learn about these things. 

Thirty-three years later I found myself in a similar situation. 
In a lot of miscellaneous items, I had received a single OPA Red 
Point. I ran across an ad in Numismatic News in which someone was 
trying to sell 50 different Red and Blue OPA tokens mounted in an 
‘official board’ for $50. I decided to collect OPA tokens. That was 
June 2, 1991. 

Having seen these Red and Blue Points for years in dealers’ 
Treasure Boxes (some people call them ‘junk boxes’!), I began a 
dealer-to-dealer search for OPA Points. The first dealer had only one 
Red Point. The second dealer had none! I began to suspect that col¬ 
lecting OPA tokens might be just a bit more difficult than I had origi¬ 
nally thought! 

I persevered. On July 3, nine dealers later, I had completed 
the Blue Point collection and lacked only the Red MV to complete 
the Red Point set. In all of this searching, I found only one dealer 
who had any information available. It was a very poor photocopy of 
a 1970 vintage article titled, OPA TOKENS PRESENT CHAL¬ 
LENGE TO COLLECTORS by D. N. Kesate of Conneaut, Ohio. 
The article gave a brief history and a listing of the different Red and 
Blue Point Letter Combinations (LCs). I was amazed that no one 
even knew where to go for any further information. 

I turned once again to the pages of Numismatic News. There 
in the Tokens section was a want ad asking for new members to join 
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the Society of Ration Token Collectors (SRTC)! Founded in 1966, it 
was their 25th anniversary! I sent in my five dollars and am now 
member #R-905. 

I decided to create a booklet to make basic information avail¬ 
able to the beginning Ration Token Collector. It was produced out of 
my own frustration in trying to locate the data I needed. 

T A Brief History 

he outbreak of World War II resulted in widespread shortages 
of goods. The Priorities and Allocation Act of 1940 gave Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt the power to allocate scarce commodities to 
meet the combined civilian, U.S. and Allied military requirements. 
This power was extended by the Second War Powers Act in 1942. 
The Office of Price Administration (OPA) was created to oversee the 
rationing program. Without a rationing program, the goods would 
tend to remain in the general areas where they were produced, or go 
to those with the most money. 

There were four levels to the OPA structure: the National Of¬ 
fice in Washington, D.C., nine Regional Offices (eight for the United 
States and one for the U.S. Territories), 93 District Offices and 5,600 
War Price and Rationing Boards (usually referred to as ‘Local’ 
Boards). 

Shortages reached a peak by January 1943. The Office of Price 
Administration added meat and canned goods to the list of commodi¬ 
ties it controlled. Ration Book Number 2 was issued that same month 
with its new Red and Blue stamps of different ‘Point’ values. Red 
Points were used when purchasing meats, butter, cheese, canned milk, 
fish and related items. Blue Points were used when purchasing canned 
fruits, vegetables, soups, baby food and, for a time, dried fruits and 
vegetables. 

The Red Point and Blue Point tokens were first issued on 
February 27, 1944, at which time all Red and Blue Point stamps, 
regardless of their printed value, became worth 10 points. The ap¬ 
propriate Red or Blue Point tokens were used to make change for the 
Stamps. The use of Blue Points was discontinued October 1, 1944 
due to a sharp reduction of the number of items in the ‘processed 
foods’ program. The Red Points continued in service until the spring 
of 1945. 
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These points were an authorization to purchase food. With¬ 
out the proper number of “Points,” you could not make the purchase. 
Shortages could be administered by requiring more or fewer Points 
to purchase an item. Here are some commodities, prices and Point 
values advertised in March of 1943:

s you read the title of this article I can imagine you saying

m ■ way off. And why should I care, anyhow?” 

Yes, it’s true that the American Numismatic Association 
(ANA) sponsored 79 th Annual National Coin Week won’t be until 
April 21-27, 2002. It’s theme will be “Faces of Time” with an 
emphasis on those who have had their faces on coins and currency 
throughout the centuries and those who designed the images. But 
if you don’t start planning now, it will be too late! 

Why should you care? Because this is a chance to: 

• share your fascination with numismatics with others 

• provide your school, library or other civic organization with an 
interesting program 

• stimulate the next generation to get interested into the hobby 

• provide an opportunity to be creative 

• earn recognition for your efforts 

So what could you do to prepare? ANA suggestions 
include: 

• Enter an exhibit in the National Coin Week (NCW) 
Competition at the ANA National Money Show™ in 
Jacksonville, Florida in March, 2002. The exhibit application 
deadline is 2/11/02. Complete rules for exhibiting are on the 
ANA website at www.money.org/exhibitrules2002jac.html. 

• Design a web page exhibiting the faces that have appeared on 
money from yesterday and today. 

• Present a program on the people behind the portraits — both 
the person portrayed and the artist who created the image. 

• Display your National Coin Week exhibit at a library, bank or 
school. 
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I would add to this list: 

• Enter an exhibit or prepare a presentation for NENA at our 58 th 
annual Convention on March 16 th , 2002 in Boston in 
conjunction with the Bay State Coin Show. 

• Check out your local library for hobby related references and 
make a donation of items that would expand its collection. 

• And, whatever you do, make sure that you get publicity for it! 

Let me share with you some of the things that I’ve done in 
the last few years. Our library has a large display case that they 
want to keep full of interesting exhibits that change monthly. Each 
year, I reserve it for the month of April and prepare an exhibit that 
displays not only coins, currency, medals or tokens with 
explanatory notes, but also the books, newspapers and magazines 
that give information about the items displayed.

I also regularly donate my previous Krause and 
other catalogs and a new Red Book each time I update my personal 
library. 

I have also entered an exhibit at the NENA show and local 
club meetings, made presentations to Cub Scout groups, provided 
educational programs for my local coin clubs and I’m writing this 
article! 
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“But,” you say, “I’m not creative” or “I’m afraid to speak 
in front of groups” or “I don’t write very well.” Then enlist the 
help of others! If you belong to a local club, encourage it to 
participate in some of the ways suggested above. Or find someone 
else that has the element of creativity or expression you feel you 
lack and enlist their help, even if they are not in the least involved 
in Numismatics. You can provide the collecting expertise while 
they provide the presentation. This can be a great way to involve a 
non-collecting spouse. 

“What are the rewards?” you ask. Well, in addition to the 
joy of sharing your hobby with others, there are annual scholarship 
awards to ANA seminars for the best NCW presentations, there are 
exhibit awards at both the ANA and NENA shows, and special 
“Speaker” recognition medals for presentations given at the NENA 
convention.

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First, read the book

Wayne G. Sayles. Classical Deception: Counterfeits, 
Forgeries and Reproductions of Ancient Coins: lola: 
Krause Publications, 2001 

T his is one of those very good books which belongs in the 
library of every collector, whether they focus on coins of 
the ancients (in this instance, mainly Greek and Roman) or 
not. It is well-written and, to borrow a computer phrase, user- 
friendly. 

Bogus coins are the bane of our avocation. Clearly, our 
duty as numismatists id to sound the alarm when they are found. 
But. and this is a haunting questions, how do you know for sure 
that something false? Ultimately, you may not, but experience and 
learning go a long way towards helping. 

Mr. Sayles begins with the premise that the method of 
manufacture of a coin is the first and most important clue to its 
integrity. He discusses various means of coining, including ham¬ 
mered coins, cast coins and coins struck from engraved dies. 
Making casts of coins seems to have been a favorite way of creat¬ 
ing copies — and still continues to be — so there is a focus in this 
area. 


Three different areas of forgeries of classical coins are 
considered. First, there are contemporary copies, when the coun¬ 
terfeiter set out to deceive for profit. Also there are contemporary 
copies from “unofficial” mints, which were winked at by the 
government as they supplied coin in quantities the official mints 
could not. Second, there are the Renaissance-era reproductions for 
wealthy patrons. And thirdly, there are the modems items meant to 
deceive us. 
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We are introduced to some of the most well-known (or 
notorious) counterfeiters, men such as Carl Wilhelm Becker (1772- 
1830) and his near contemporary, “Caprara”. To tell their stories 
would be to steal some thunder from the book. But, it is worth 
noting, that some of the forgeries are as collectible as the real 
thing, if not more so. 

While the main concentration of this book is on the repro¬ 
ductions of rare and fabulous coins, attention is given to more 
mundane efforts. For instance, there are hundreds of copies of 
cheap bronze coins that were not worth all that much to begin with. 
And the question is why? The proposed answer is curious — to 
add to bulk lots that come out of places like the former Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria, and for the on-the-spot tourist trade. 

In a way, this book just touches the tip of the iceberg when 
it comes to the subject of coin reproductions or copies. The prob¬ 
lem plagues every aspect and era of numismatics. The Numisma¬ 
tist devotes a regular monthly feature to this subject. 

Each of us with a specialty, I am sure, could add chapters to 
this discussion. 

There is an awful lot of good information concentrated in 
this book, including a meditation on the House of Representative 
Bill H.R. 9448 introduced by James A. McClure on March 25, 

1969 and signed by Richard M. Nixon on November 29, 1973 — 
the Hobby Protection Act — and what it can and cannot do. 

It should be noted that this book is lavishly illustrated and 
that the material in each of the chapters is accompanied by stun¬ 
ningly complete bibliographies. These aspects in themselves make 
the book invaluable as a research tool. 

Mr. Sayles is well-known in the numismatic community. 

He has written several books and scores of articles. He founded 
and for many years served as editor and publisher of The Celator.
